The trial of former Councilman Charles 
Kratz, chatged with bribery in connection 
with the Suburban railroad franchise deal, 
began at 10:15 Tuesday morning in Judge 
Taylor's division of the Circuit Court. 

The charge against Kratz is that he was 
a party to the attempts to divide a boodle 
fund of $136,000 provided by Charles H. Tur- 
ner, president of the Suburban rallroad, 
and others, between the members of the 
city council and. house of delegates upon 
the passage of a Suburban franchiee bill. 
The fund of $60,000 for the corruption of 
councilmen was placed in the vaults of the 
Mississippi Valley Trust Co.; that of $75,000 
for the house was placed in the vaults of 
the Lincoln Trust Co, Revelations concern- 
ing the boodle fund were made by Turner, 
and he, Philip Stock and John G. Brink- 
meyer aré among the witnesses for the 
state. 

Twenty-five minutes before the case was 
ealled Kratz entered the courtroom alone 
and took a seat at the end of one of the 
counsel tables. He seemed weary or un- 
well, and paid little attention to his sur- 
roundings. p 

Circuit Attorney Folk came into court 
at 10 o'clock and read the affidavits which 
had been filed by Kratz’'s attorneys in sup- 
port of their application for a change of 
venue. He then left the room, and did 
not return until 10:30. In the interim 
Kratz’s attorneys, Judge. Thomas B. Har- 
vey, Thomas J. Rowe, Thomas K. Fauntle- 
roy and Judge Shepard Barclay, came in, 
as did Orrick C. Bishop, who is to assist 
Mr. Folk. 

A special venire of 68 jurors had been 
ealled. The reading of the names occupied 
15 minutes. When the name of Charles W. 
Wall was called a messefger handed a 
note to Judge Taylor. 


Witnesses. Not 


to Exceed Eighty. 


The judge said he did not wish to hear 
excuses from a representative of Mr. Wall. 
or to receive notes. What he wanted was 
to have Mr. Wall come to court. The mes- 
senger left, and in a short time Mr. Wall 


| appeared and offered an excuse in person. 


He was excused. . 

Judge Taylor suggested that it would be 
desirable to limit the number of witnesses 
to be called on each side, and asked coun- 
sel to make suggestions. 

Judge Harvey, for: the defense, objected 
to limiting the number and declined to sug- 
gest a limit. 

Judge Taylor announced that he would 
limit each side to 4 witnesses. 

The jurors were excused until 10:30 
Wednesday morning. and the court took a 
recess,to enable the attorneys to make a 
selection of the # witnesses each side 
would call.. The defense had intended to 
call 80° and the prosecution had 50 names. 

It was evident that thé entige day would 
bé consumed in the taking of evidence on 
the motion for a change of venue. The 
affidayits on which the motion rests, and 
which were filed before court convened. are 
made by Frank Herbert and George T. 
Kollis. Both allege that the defendant can- 
not secure a fair trial in St. Louis because 
of the prejudice against him.

GOES TO HIS FAMILY 


The Estate Is Divided in Three Parts, 
One to the Widow, Two to the 
Children. 


NO PUBLIC BEQUESTS MADE 


Widow Also Receives the Homestead 
Property in Lieu of One Year’s 
Support—tTrustees to Manage. 


CLEVELAND, O., Feb. 23.—By the will 
of the late Senator Marcus Alonzo Hanna, 
probated today, an estate vaiued at about 
$3,000,000 is left to the family. There are 
no public bequests and nothing is left to 
charity. 

The principal beneficiaries are the widow, 
Mrs. Charlotte Augusta Hanna; the son, 
Daniel Rhodes Hanna; the two daughters, 
Mabel Augusta Hanna Parsons, and Mrs. 


mick of Chicago. A_ sister, Lillian C. 
Hanna Baldwin, is given $10,000. An aunt, 
Mrs. Helen Converse, ts given 31000,and each 
of the gradchildren $5000 each. 

The widow is given the homestead prop 
erty, all its furnishings, the stables and 
the library in lieu of one year’s support. 

Several years ago Senator Hanna took 
out considerable life insurance for the ben- 
efit of his three children. The will pro- 
vides that these gifts are not to be taken 
into consideration in the settlement of the 
estate, 

The estate, in the main, is to be divided 
into three equal parts. The first third was 
left to Mrs. Hanna to remain as her own 
during her natural life, and at her death 
to be disposed of by the trustees. 

The remaining two-thirds is to then be 
divided into three equal parts’ and divided 
among the three children, share and share 
alike. But the shares are to be held in 
trust for the children by the trustees, who 
will conduct the affairs of each and give 
to them the income from each part.

The executors are not asked to give bond, 
It was the directions of Senator Hanna 
that all partnership in which he was inter- 
ested during his life should be continued 
the same as if he were still alive.

He wore a black Prince Albert coat, 
black trousers, a white vest and a light- 
blue four-in-hand, neatly tied. His shoes 
were- polished, he had just been shaved 
and his mustache was waxed and curled. 

In his tie was a small diamond pin’ which 
he has not worn before and curiosity as 
to where he had obtained it was expressed. 

He looked well and seemed’ to have grown 
stouter. during his confinement.

He paid no at- 
tention to the crowd, but seated himself 
at the end of. the counsel table, ‘where*he 
would be In a good position to coach his 
attorneys later.

Water Commissioner Adkins’ recom- 
mendations in relation to the bills now be- 
fore the council] revising the water rates 
fever a decrease of about $10,000 for 
the manufacturing industries of St. Louls 
and an increase on the schedule rate 
that the tenant of a six or seven-room 
Gwelling must pay. 

In the present schedule of meter rates 
there is @ special provision that persons or 
corporations using 50,000,000 gallons annual- 
ly shall pay 1 cents per 100 gallons—the 
lowest figure on the schedule. 


‘Less for Breweries, 
More for Flats. 


In the new bill known as the Boyce Dill 
this figure is cut to 5 cents per 100 gallons. 
The balance of the schedule for users of 
large amounts is cut proportionately. 

Among the very few concerns that use 
this amount of water are the two large 
breweries. They now pay about $25,000 each 
anmmually for this water. With the new 
schedule in effect they will pay about $12,500 

Asked for his opinion of the Boyce bill, 
Water Commissioner Adkins replied offi- 
cially that he favored the reductions in the 
méter rates for the users of large amounts, 
But he also declared that there should be 
an increase in the flat or schedule rates 
for six, seven and eight-room houses. 

Mr. Adkins explained this position by 
saying that there had previously been too 
great a reduction in these rates and that 
a medium between the present rate and the 
old rate should be established, this increase 
to offset the reductions in the meter rates 
for the large consumers. 

Mr. Adkins was asked by the Post-Dis- 
patch why he took a position calculated to 
benefit big breweries at the expense of the 
gix-room and seven-room householder. He 
said: 

“There are three concerns in St. Louls 
that use 50,000,000 gallons of water an- 
nually — Anheuser-Busch Brewing Co., 
Lemp Brewing Co. and the Helmbacher 
Forge and Rolling Mills. There may be 
others, but I know of these three. 

“They pay jointly $71,600 a year and the 
proposed legislation does mean a reduction 
of $35,800 anpually in the aggregate for 
these three concerns. 

“Manufacturers now pay $449,567 and the 
proposed legislation means for them a re- 
duction of $161,840 annually, 


Bill Will Raise 
‘Schedule Rate. 


“It is proposed to balance this reduction 


somewhat by raising the schedule _ rate, 
which has been reduced out of all propor- 
tion. It is not proposed to increase the

“The more factories there are the greater 
number of persons will have employment, 
and the more persons there are employed 
the more there will be to live in houses, 
eix-room or otherwise. 

“All persons who pay the schedule rate— 
known also as the flat rate—get the benefit 
of free water—street washing, street sprink- 
ling and sewer flushing 

“A demonstration will show that a 
schedule rate payer does not -pay for all 
the water he uses; tthat is, he would pay 
more if he had a meter. 

“The history of meter installation shows 
that it causes a decrease of'the per capita 
consumption and an increase in the reve 
nue 


“Unlike the schedule rate payer, the 
manufacturer, who has a meter, pays for 
what he uses.”’

tration building and near the -barracks. | 


It will be managed under the direction of 
an officer of the United States Army, who 
will be assigned here for duty. The food 
will be selected with great care and cooked 
under the eye of the officer. The water 
used must be filtered and boiled to re- 
move all traces of river mud. 

Detachments of the regular army ata- 
tioned at the Fair throughout the season 
will eat at this military messroom. 50, 
also, will the Philippine scouts and native 
troops, Sdichertn g #0 men, who will arrive 
before the opening day. 

The program arranged by Colf Culp of 
the ceremonies committee provides for the 
presence of other military and semi-miii- 
tary organizations with membership rang- 
ing from 560 to 6000 during every week ot 
the Exposition. 


This includes companies,:battalions and’ 


regiments of state militia, ‘corps of cadets 
from military and sfate schools, and uni- 
form ranks of lodges. During much of the 
‘air there will be several troops here at 
the same tims, 

The Barracks ‘to be erected by the Expo- 
sition company will accommodate 2000 of 
them. Many troops will bring their camp 
equipment with them. It is probable that 
the Fair management will also furnish 
tents for those who cannot be otherwise 
cared for, 

While here these organizations will give 
drills, parades and other exercises, and 
their bright uniforms are expected to be 
a feature of the Exposition. At no previous 
fair has a military gathering of such ex- 
tent been planned. 

The messroom will not be open to the 
general public. Only persons occupying 
the barracks and camping grounds will be 
admitted.

WAS A DESPERATE CHANCE 


But for Being Knocked Down by a 
Fellow Convict He Might Have 
Succeeded. 


Officers interested in the return of Bill 
Rudolph think that Rudolph has added 
‘materially to the probability of his being 
returned to St. Louis for trial for the 
murder of Detective Schumacher by his at- 
tack upon Penitentiary Guard J. B. Rowe 
in the dining rom of the Lansing peniten- 
tiary Monday night. 

The attack was in keeping with Rudolph’s 
old tactics. There was a bare and desper- 
ate chance of his succeeding in getting a 
reyolver from Guard Rowe, and then 
reaching the outside entrance to the gate 
of the penitentiary, ten feet from. the 
supper-room exit. 

In his attack, after slipping a knife from 
the table, Rudolph’s first exclamation was 
an order to Rowe to give up his revolver, 
then he called angrily for assistance from 
the other prisoners in overpowering the 
only guard im the room, promising to lead 
them to liberty. 

Instead, the only prisoners to move to-

Defendant Says Her Aged Mother Has 
Never Been Informed of Her 
Conviction. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 23.—Mrs. Cor- 
delia Botkin’s life is once more to be put 
to the deliberations of a jury of her peers. 
Once convicted of murder of Mrs. Mary 
Elizabeth Dunning and sentenced to life 
imprisonment, she has for years pulled at 
every opportunity in the law, hus had her 
case remanded to the Superior Court for a 
new trial, and lately has been hoping to 
evade further Tegal jeopardy by objecting 
to delay in the prosecution. 

The prosecution's witnesses are in Dover, 
Del., and there has been much argument 
exchanged in the endeavor to bring them 
to this city, as they are not subject to the 
supena and jurisdiction of this court. 

Theer are about 60 witnesses in the case 
—l0 from Delaware and & local. Thirty of 
the latter had been subpenaed and were 
present befcre Judge Carroll Co»>k vester- 
day morning. 

The trial has been set for March 10, and 
it has been calculated that by the time 
the jury is impaneled all the Delaware 
witnesses will be here. On the previous 
trial no compensation was awarded above 
the usual witness fees and mileage. This 
time, in addition thereto, the Délaware tes- 
timony will cost the city. and county about 
$4000. District Attorney Byingtén will 
make contracts with the following, most 
of whom have made such agreement as a 
condition precedent to their coming out 
here.

The 
candy was sent from San Francisco, Aug. 


4, 1898. On the 12th Mrs. Dunning died 
from the effects of the arsenic contained 
therein. Mrs. Botkin's trial began on Dec. 
6, 1898. On the 30th she was found guilty, 
with the punishment fixed at life imprison- 
ment. The defendant appealed, and the 
ense was remanded for a new trial on ac- 
count of instructions given by Judge Cook 
to the jury. Mrs. Botkin’s name a ain 
appeared on the court calendar Apri 
1901. After several continuances at the re- 
quest of the defendant habeas corpus was 
sued out and dismissed. Writ of error wag 
taken to the United atten supreme court 
and dismissed.

Brother-in-Law Went to Paris Two 


Weeks Ago to Conduct 
the Search. 


Relatives of Henry Hazelton of 4523 Cook 
avenue are awaiting the official identifica- 
tion of the body taken from the river Seine 
at Paris Monday, to confirm the statement 
contained in cablegrams that it is the body 
of Mr. Hazelton. Statements are also 
awaited as to the amount of valuables and 
cash found in his clothing. 

Mr. Hazelton reached Paris early in De- 
cemiber to purchase laces and fabrics for 
the spring trade at his place of business on 
Washington avenue.

While the identification of the body taken 
from the Seine was not made by Mr. Wil- 
son, Mrs. Hazleton and the relatives have 
no doubt as to its correctness. 


The cablegrams state that there were 


no marks of violence on the body. 

Fred Reis of 4521 Cook avenue, a brother- 
in-law of Mr. Hazelton, says it has been 
the theory of the family for some time 
that: Mr. Hazelton was murdered . and 
robbed, and that his body was in the 
Seine. It is thought that at the time of 
his disappearance he had $100 in cash, a 
letter of credit for $750 and considerable 
jewelry. 

Mr. Hazelton was born in St. Helens, 
England, 49 years ago and had lived in St. 
Léuis 30 years. He was well Known among

CONTRABAND OF WAR 


Flour, Meat or Other Food Destined 
to Supply Troops May Be Seized 
on Shipboard. 


SO MAY MISSOURI 


Prof. Judson Clearly Defines the Ar- 
ticles That May Be Sold Only 
at the Risk the of Seller. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 23.—If American mer- 
chants undertake to supply the Japanese 
forces now in the theater of war with 
provisions their cargoes are liable to con- 
fiscation as contraband of war if the ves- 
sels are challenged by Russian cruisers. 
Against such action, if the attempt is an 
evident fact, the United States, under the 
rulings of international law, would have no 
redress. The point was brought out by 
Prof. Harry Pratt Judson of the depart- 
ment of political science of the University 
of Chicago in an interview. 

“Provisions are now generally 
to be contraband of war only 
shipped as supplies for the forces of the 
contending powers immediately in the 
field,’ said Prof. Judson, who has made a 
special study of the code which governs 
the relations of nations one to another. 
“As such they are liable to seizure. If an 
American ship @arrying food to a Corean 
port was intercepted by a Russian -war 
ship, the captain of which had good 
grolinds for believing that the supplies 
were destined for the commissariat of the 
Japanese army of occupation, the confis- 
cation of the provisions would be inevit- 
able. ‘The ship itself, after the seizure, 
would be permitted to continue its course 
with the rest of its cargo.”

Rus- 
in the first place, has only two ports 
in the East, Viadivostok and Port Arthur. 
Commerce in the two plac is now prac- 
tically at halt, for one as good as 
blockaded, and the other icebound. Hence 
the Japanese cruisers will have few mer= 
chant ships bound for the anemy’s ports 
to cut off. Russia, on the other hand, is 
so limited in naval equipment that her 
armament will have its hands full in de- 
fense, with no opportunity for reprisal up- 
on shipping. 

“Of course, the chance exists that Japan 
will curry the naval war into the Atlantic, 
but it is too remote a one to be entitled to 
consideration. Even if this took place, the 
Russian supplies will naturally be sent 
overland into Manchuria, so again the 
question of contraband is restricted. It is 
my opinion, moreover, that this war will 
be fought out on land, rather than on the 
sea, which will pr: ictically eliminate the 
possibility of entanglements over the ques- 
tion of contraband. 

“Contraband of war was first clearly de- 
fined as a problem of international law in 
the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries, 
and since then has been a factor of increas- 
ing impertance. The term, roughly sneak- 
ing. means anything which may be con- 
strued as being of assistance to the enemy. 
It is now customary for the embroiled na- 
tiong to declare at the opening of the war 
in a formal proclamation just what will 
be considered seizable as contraband. I 
have not vet heard of any such announce- 
ment being made by Russia or Japan. 


You May Sell, 
But at a Risk. 


“at is perfectly lawful for private per- 
sons of other nations to sell to the bel- 
ligerents anything which may be needed 
to carry on the conflict, but the sale and 
transfer takes place at the risk of the con- 
{f taken on the high seas the ship- 
ment can be confiscated. Of course, mu- 
nitions of war, such as rifles, powder, 
cartridges and uniforms, are always con- 
traband.

i} Boer war were contraband. One hundred 


years ago hemp, tar and cordage were 
contraband, since they were necessary in 
ship building, while in our days these ar- 
ticles have been replaced by steel armor 
plates. 

“Contraband of war is divided into three 
classes—the things which are always con- 
traband. such as powder; the things which 
are never contraband, such as personal 
and the things which are or may 
not be contraband, according to the pe- 
cullar circumstances of the war. 

“Coal is the eat puzzle of the present. 
Generally speaking, it is not contraband 
unless the evidence is overwhelming that it 
is consigned to a port or fleet of the enemy. 
An incident of the Spanish-American war 
will illustrate the point. A British ship was 
seized by the American fleet in the West 
Indies laden with coal for Cervera. The 
shipment was confiscated. In the confer- 
ence of Berlin in 1884. Russia declared that 
it would never regard coal as contraband, 
but this stand is probably obsolete now. 

“The United States always has taken the 
stand that everything resembling personal 
property in a ship of the enemy should not 
be. confiscated uniess the ship is bound for 
a blockaded port, but this view has never 

gained any ground among the European 
powers. Merciless reprisal upon the enemy's 
shipping is a relic of the barbarism of war 
and works great suffering among smail sifip 
owners. I believe that the next g¢ t step 
in international law will be to ren uve this 
element, as far as possible, from naval 
operations, just as it has been dropped from 
land campaigns. 

“T have said that priva‘e individuals could 
sell'any munitions of war to a belligerent 

at their.own risk. This would not be true 
of a fully equipped battleship. If Cramps 
should attempt to sell.a ship to Russia or 
Japan after the opening of hostilities the 

United States government would have to 
intervene, for a warship is so dangerous a 
thing that the act would be considered a 
breach of neutrality.’

MERICA has had much to do with 
the development of Japan. An Ameri- 

A can seaman, Perry, “opened’’ the 
country to the trade of the world. The 
American Minister Harris made the first 
treaty with Japan. The first election 
under the Japanese constitution was held 
on July 4, 189. The United States govern- 
ment gave Japan her first foreign order for 
a ship—a small gunboat wanted in a hurry 
for the Philippines. The United States first 
moved at the peginning of the present war 
to preserve the integrity of China, which 
is all that Japan, 4s the champion of 
freedom, wants, 

The dates of Japan’s new birth are con- 
veniently remembered. The Perry expedi- 
tion landed in 1853. Previously — 
could not enter Japan, Japanese could not 
leave it. The civil war and the recon- 
struction period in Japan roughly cor- 
responded with our own, New Japan dates 
from 1967. All the great material changes 
have been made since that year. The new 
constitution went into effect and the parlia- 
ment assembled in 1890. 

Japan's government is neither a despotism 
like Russia’s nor practically republican like 
that of Great Britain. There are but 
2,900,000 voters qualified for general elec- 
tions out of a total population of 49,000,000. 
The Emperor is assisted by a council and 
by ten ministers comparable to our Cabinet 
éfficers, except that they have more power. 
For’ instance, the Japanese minister of the 
interior has general charge of police mat- 
ters, and most of the railways and the 
telegraph and telephone lines are govern- 
ment mono 


polies. . 
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cessful in colonizing the island of fFor- 
mosa, taken from China in the recent war. 

Missionaries sympathize with Japan, 
though she is technically “heathen.” 
Really, Japan is rapidly becoming Chris- 
tianized. There are 150,000 Christians, peo- 
ple of more than average influence. Be- 
sides, Japanese rule means freedom; Rus- 
sian means despotiam. On this point Cle- 
ment says in his newly issued “Handbook 
of Modern Japan,” ‘Her (Japan's) aims in 
the far East coincide with ours and with 
the dictates of civilization. The suprem- 
acy of Japan tn eastern Asia means far 
more for America and American institu- 
tions than does the domination of Russia. 
Japan enjoys rights unknown in Russia— 
social freedom, political privileges, repre- 
sentative institutions, local self-govern- 
ment, fntellectual liberty, freedom of as- 
sembly and of the press and religious lib- 
erty. Japan is already far in advance of 
Russia, and in many respects abreaat of 
Germany.”’ 


In local government Japan rather re- 
sembles France. Each district or large 


town has its local legislature and a gov-/ 


ernor appointed by the Wmperor. The 
scope of the local legislature is rather less 
than that of our state SS oe

It mey be true. as sweet Portia says, that | 
“the quality of mercy is not strained” in 
Sir Henry Irving’s production of the ‘‘Mer- 
chant of Venice,” but the quality of 
beauty is strained, all right. 

Sir Henry strains it with his 
Horrors! What a picture of artistic 
pulsiveness is that of the eminent English 
actor in this famous character of the 
Shakspeare comedy! ‘When Sir Henry 
stalked upon the scene at the Olym- 
pic Theater Monday night, his tall form 
stooped, his hair disheveled, his bleary 
eves hideously white and red, his unkempt 
beard seeming all but foul, his thin, bony" 
hands clutching his walking“stick and his 
rags hanging to him in an emphasis of un- 
tidvness, and his mouth—Heavens. what a 
mouth was-.that!—showing a drooping lip 
and a suggestion of animal fangs—whew: 

The audience applauded, because it was 
Sir Henry Irving, who these twenty years 
has been visiting St. Louis and showing 
us how sure of his art he is. But also the 
people shuddered, for they saw a Shylock 
in comparison with which the Shylock of 
Otis Skinner at the Olympic, not so many 
weeks ago,. was 2 very decent sort of 
young-old man. 

Onee you have seen Sir Henry Irving in 
the role of Shylock you have acquired a 
mental picture to be always of service. 
Even vears hence you may sit dowh and 
read “The Merchant of Venice,”’ and the 
money lender of Venice will stand out a 
living entity in the printed page. You will 
see Irving—gaunt, repulsive, merciless, 
grasping, cringing. You may recall his gut- 
teral, almost inarticulate, ejaculations. You 
may see him again as he strides the stage. 
What a Shylock, indeed! The imagination 
could not conjure a better. Perhaps, ih the 
history of acting, there have been Shy- 
locks of more consummate art; but we do 
not see them here, and they must, indeed, 
be great Shylocks if Sir-Henry Irving's be 
not so good. 

Mr. Irving’s supporting company is not 
a matter for enthusiastic comment. Miss 
Ellen Terry, who has accompanied him in 
so many of his visits, is not with him, 
and his Portia Monday night was Miss 
Mabel Hackney. Miss Hackney’s Portia 
has more physical charm than did that of 
Ada Rehan at the Olympic not long ago; 
but Miss Hackney cannot read as Rehan 
can. and her audience is almost always 
conscious that the lady is acting. The 
3assanio of the production is Gerald Law- 
rence. Mr. Lawrence is a handsome Bas- 
sanio, but he makes little of great oppor- 
tunities in his lines. Laurence’ Irving 
plays Antonio. He-is cold, but his stage 
appearance is good. Miss Nora Lancaster 
is pleasing as Jessica, and Miss Laura 
Burt does some very nice acting as Neris- 
sa, Sir Henry Irving acceded to the de- 
mands of the audience for a spegch, in 
which he expressed his appfeciation' of the 
cordial welcome always given him in St. 
Louis. His audience was not as large as 
usual, but intensely appreciative.
